Senator Sherman preventing trans­

as a result o f the filibuster. 
Immediately 
after 
adjournment 
[’resident W ilson issued a statem ent 
to the country iii which he laid upon 
senators who “obstructed” p assage 
o f appropriation bibs, the full re­ 
sponsibility for “ impaired efficiency” 
o f the government, which he said 
would result while he w as in Paris. 
He declared that it was his duty 
to be in Paris at present and that if 
he railed a special j-ession o f co n ­ 
gress he would have to remain in 
Washington. 
He left for New York, the first part 
o f his journey to France at 2 o ’clock 
this afternoon. 
The President is 
confident, he said, that the people 
will force the senate to ratify the 
league 
o f nations agreement 
when 
the time comes. 
Shortly before congress adjourned 
the President went to his office in 
the capitol where he signed im port­ 
ant hills p assed during the last day 
o f the session. 
He said farewell to 
members o f the cabinet and other 
officials here. 
Republican congress­ 
men were indignant over the P resi­ 
dent's refusal to call a special s e s ­ 
sion. 
Congressm an 
Moses, 
N ew 
Hampshire, 
issued a statement 
in 
which he said that it w as due to 
W ilson’s love o f the limelight that 
caused birn to refuse to a special 
session. 
In his statem ent the President de­ 
clared that he could not summon a 
special session o f congress and re­ 
main aw ay from W ashington.

Hob-nailed shoes 
ar** wearing th** polish off the beauti­ 
ful ha rd wood floors of Bjtsso Motte, 
the chateau of Baroness de Charette 
in Brittany, for every Friday from IOO 
to 200 soldiers of the American army 
are entertained under that hospitable 
roof in typical “down South" fash­ 
ion. 
The baroness before her m ar­ 
riage was Miss Antoinette Polk of 
Nashville, Tenn., a relative of Presi­ 
dent Polk, a niece of Gen. Leonidas 
Polk, an Episcopal bishop, who was 
killed in action, and a beauty and belle 
of ante-bellum days. 
Since the Y. M. C. A. took charge of 
the spacious casinos at Dillard aud St. 
Malo, in the Brittany leave area, last 
August, the baroness has lent a will­ 
ing hand to tilt* work of entertaining 
the war-worn doughboys there on their 
week’s leave. .H er Friday afternoons 
at 
her beautiful 
chateau nejir St. 
Milo ar** a regular feature of the Red 
Triangle program of. amusement fi r 
each group of boys that arrive. 
Kisses Ail of Them. 
Imagine h«*r pleasure t ins winter on 
receiving a delegation of 150 rosy- 
cheeked fellows, whose soft, southern 
drawl announced at once that they 
were Tennesseeans. 
Tin* boys were 
members of the Thirtieth division and 
Were having their first rest after seven 
months on th** British front. 
They 
were as tickled as children over the 
party at Basse Motte, especially when 
til** baroness signified lier intention to 
kiss every one of them. 
Although seventy-six years of age, 
she was equal to the occasion, aud 
each boy not only received si kiss bu*- 
a little card bearing timely greetings 
and the personal signature of th** bar­ 
oness. 
Many of th** men were from 
Nashville, so old friends were recalled 
and personal reminiscences indulged 
in until train time. 
Brittany, once famous for the boun­ 
teous repasts served in the fishermen’s 
cottages, as well as in the chateaus, 
has been hard hit by tho war. 
Like 
all France, that particular section has 


neon forced to retrench in order that 
the troops might he well fed. 
But 
somehow Baroness de Charette man­ 
ages to spread a feast for the boys 
who come to lier house each week. She 
accepts gifts of sugar from the Y. M. 
C. A. canteen, and with it makes de­ 
licious 
chocolate, 
old-fashioned 
tea 
rakes and pies that have that “honey" 
taste that the boys like. 
A meat and 
jam sandwich, a generous helping of 
Saratoga chips and a glass of cider 
usually completes the meal. 
In the drawing room is a piano 150 
years old. It is not an heirloom that is 
kept closed by any moans, for the bar­ 
oness invariably finds a soldier among 
lier guests who can play, and the lit­ 
tle rosewood “music box,” almost toy­ 
like in size, is made to resound to rol­ 
licking ragtime. Persian rugs are rolled 
up and dancing follows. 
Interesting Mementoes. 
The chateau is a beautiful place sit­ 
uated on a large wooded estate*. It has 
been in the Charette family for ages 
and the reception rooms contain many 
interesting mementoes of bygone days. 
Baron de Charette was a member of 
an old royalist family bitterly op­ 
posed to tile separation of church ami 
state, and for ten years was com­ 
mander of the army that defended 
Rome. 
This army was made up of 
volunteer forces from many countries 
whose strong religious faith inspired 
them to enlist under the banner of the 
church. 
Ten years ago General Charette and

visited 
America

; spent some time in Tennessee. 
He 
I died six years ago, and since then the 
baroness has remained at lier estate 
in Brittany. 
Her sister. Miss Polk of 
Maury county, Tennessee, lives with 
her. 
The 
doughboys 
who visit 
Basse 
Motte are a source of never-ending in­ 
terest to the tiny Marquise Antoinette 
de Charette, three years old. grand­ 
daughter of the baroness. 
The small 
daughter of tho house is the child of 
Baron de Charette, who followed the 
family tradition and married an Amer­ 
ican. 
His wife comes of a distin­ 
guished Louisiana family. 
He was 
seriously wounded w*hile in the I* rend* 
tank service.

Washington, March 4— The Sixty- 
fifth congress dies today. 
It leaves 
to history a record of three sessions, 
two of them remarkable for their 
legislative accomplishments, and the 
third for its lack of accomplishment. 
The 65th will be known in Ameri­ 
can history' as the $60,000,000,000 
congress. 
Its three sessions appro­ 
priated approximately that amount. 
This breaks all American records, 
and probably ail world records for 
a single congress. 
The 
congress was 
divided 
into 
three sessions, and these 
marked 
three distinct phases of activity. 
The first was the war making ses­ 
sion. 
Jt began April 2, 1917, and 
ended 188 days later. October 6. 
The second was the war wanning 
session. 
It was the longest single 
session the American congress ever 
held, lasting 354 days, from Dee. 3, j 
1917 to Nov. 21, 1918. 
The third was the 
readjustment 
session,dusting from Dee. 2, 1918 un­ 
til today. 
The war making session opened 
w'ith a declaration of war on Ger­ 
many, passed by the senate April 4, 
and by the House April 6, and im­ 
mediately signed bv J'resident Wil­ 
son. 
There quickly followed a bill pro­ 
viding for $7,000,000,000 bonds to 
finance the war and help our allies; 
a bill appropriating money tor the 
arms, the draft bill, subjecting men 
.between 21 and 31 to military ser­ 
vice. which became law on May 18, 
and tin* law’ increasing the navy and 
marine corps at 500,000. 
To prevent alien foe- interfering 
with American war plans the first 
espionage law was passed in June; 
to safeguard food supplies and me! 
the food and fuel act was made law 
Aug. IO. 
Heeding Europe's call for aircraft, 
congress created the aircraft board 
CM. I. 
On Oct. 6 (‘ame final enact­ 
ment of the law prohibiting trading 
with the enemy. 
During this >cs-ion congress ap­ 
propriated directly and 
authorized 
contracts tor a total of $1^,901,966,- 
814. 
Of this. nearly $8,000,000,000 went 
to the armv and navy; $640,000,000 
wa-' for aircraft, $7,000,000 was tor 
loans to the allies; food and fuel 
control took $162,000,000, while mis­ 
cellaneous 
war activities absorbed 
the remainder. 
The whole purpo-e of this first 
session 
was 
to 
change peaceful 
America 
into 
warring 
America. 
Carrying out its pledge of all the 
country’s resources, congress appro­ 
priated whatever was asked. 
The second or war winning ses­ 
sion was occupied chiefly’ with in­ 
creasing the effectiveness of the war 
machine, and providing the punch to 
beat the kaiser. 
Its appropriations 
were even more prodigal, and its dele­ 
gation of power even more sweeping 
than in the first session. 
It added Austria officially to the 
list of our enemies by a declaration 
of war on Dec. 7, 1917. 
It then passed in rapid succession 
such measures as the $50,000,000 
.lousing bill, followed by* a $60,000,- 
000 housing bill to provide quarters 
for munitions and shipyard workers; 
the bill protecting civil rights of sol­ 
diers aud sailors; created the war 
finance corporation to help business 
ielp win the war; the railroad con­ 
trol act, taking over the railroads; 
the daylight saving law; the Over­ 
man act, giving the president sweep­ 
ing power to speed up and coordinate 
departmental activities; the third and 
fourth liberty loan acts, the wire 
control uct, under w’hich the tele­ 
graphs and telephones were taken, 
and the law' extending the draft age 
down to 18 and up to 45. 
It appropriated the vast sum ot 
$36*298,405,000. Practically all went 
to war work at home, maintaining our 
army abroad, and helping the allies 
with loans. 
On Nov. l l , President Wilson an ­ 
nounced to the second session that 
its w ork had been done— the war was 
won, and on Nov. 21 tho war winning 
session ended. 
The readjustment session had been 
looked to by many in and out of con­ 
gress to buckle down at once down at 
once to solving reconstruction prob 
lcms, some of w'hich were thrust with

to the 66th congress the question of, 
woman suffrage,-bv deleating Hie 
Susan B. Anthony amendment, which ^ 
the house had passed. 
Twice during 
the 65th congress the senate nega­ 
tived house action on this measure.

During the entire congress, 
but 
chiefly in the second session, there 
was a conflict between congress and 
the President. 
In the many clashes, 
the President was invariably' able to 
impress his will when a war measure 
w'as up.

Ile failed with the country when in 
the fall of 1918 he appealed for elec­ 
tion of a democratic congress to co­ 
operate w'ith him in reconstruction. 
Doth house and senate will he repub­ 
lican in the 66th congress.

Many local soldiers who have been 
discharged from military service and 
are entitled to the bonus of 
$60 
which was voted by congress have 
made inquiry as to the procedure 
necessary to procure the money. The 
rules governing the tiling of applica­ 
tions are Aplite simple, as explained 
by (larry B. Smith, adjutant gener­ 
al. 
Blanks may be procured from 
hi» office in Indianapolis and must 
he sent to the zone finance officer in 
Washington, who is empowered to 
settle w'ith the soldiers. 
In addition to filing: the applica­ 
tions. the soldier is required to send 
his certificate of discharge, or order 
for discharge, a statement of his 
military service and other informa­ 
tion relative to service. 
Adjutant General Smith says that 
in order to receive the bonus the sol­ 
dier must comply wTith the iollowring 
regulations: 
“All persons separated from active 
military sendee from April 6, 1917, 
to date of receipt of these instruc­ 
tions, who are entitled to the $69 
bonus in reference, and who have 
received their final pay, will forward 
claim for such bonus direct to the 
zone finance officer, Lemon Buildin 
Washington, D. C., who is hereby 
designated 
to settle such 
claims. 
Such applications must contain: 
“ (a) 
The discharge 
certificate, 
or order for discharge or relief, it 
no certificate w*as issued, but both 
certificate and order if both were is­ 
sued, the paper being indorsement of 
final payment being required; (b) a 
statement o f all military service since 
April 6, 1917, show ing place and date 


O f reporting at first military station, 
and (c) address to which check is 
to be sent.

FEW LINERS ARE LAID DOWN 


Tonnage for 1918 W a s 1,876,411, aa 
Compared W ith 2,263,933 for 1 9 1 3 - 
Wonder W ork of the W ar Period

Some remarkable figures are now 
a v a i l a b l e of war work in the British 
shipbuilding yards. 
No records are 
broken in regard to shipbuilding as 
a whole. 
In that respect the com­ 
prehensive statistics given only con­ 
firm knowledge of the slow progress 
which is being made in replacing the 
losses of the war period. 
The 
total 
output of the United 
Kingdom during 1918—naval as well 
as mercantile—is given as 1,245 ves­ 
sels of 1,876,411 tons and 4,349,260 I. 
h. p. 
The tonnage is disappointingly 
low after all that had been heard of 
speeding up processes, the inaugura­ 
tion and organization of government 
programs of construction, 
arrange­ 
ments for supplying materials for tile 
yards and for obtaining skilled arti­ 
sans from the fighting services, and 
all of the advantages in the way of 
exp**diting output which were to fol­ 
low the introduction of standardized 
and fabricated and assembled ships. 
The fact is, of course, that no of­ 
ficial programs can be carried 
out 
without man-power, 
and the man­ 
power of tile shipyards of the United 
Kingdom is not capable of maintaining 
and increasing the effective strength of 
the British navy—as it had to be main­ 
tained so long as Germany was a 
naval power which had to be reckoned 
with—and at the same time of in­ 
creasing mercantile output at tile ex­ 
ceptional rate which would have been 
necessary to cope with the German 
submarine menace in its work in its 
most virulent form. 
Far Behind 1913’s Record. 
The figures now published show that 
the work of the United Kingdom 


shipyards in 1918 was far behind that 
of 1913, which was the record year 
and also the last complete pre-war 
year. 
In those twelve months the 
total consisted of 1,474 vessels, of 
2,263,933 tons and 2,601,260 I. h. p., 
so that while there was the extraordi­ 
nary increase over the previous United 
Kingdom’s best of some 1,600.000 horse 
power, there were decreases of 229 
in number of vessels and of 367,522 
tons 
in 
measurement 
of 
vessels 
launched. 
The increase in horse power is ex­ 
plained, of course, by the relatively 
higher power of the machinery in­ 
stalled in war vessels, especially in 
destroyers, as compared with merchant 
vessels, and by the fact that a very 
largo number of destroyers were b u ilt; 
hut the explanation of the lower ton­ 
nage is to be found in another direc­ 
tion altogether—in the fact that it 
h as not been found possible to divert 
from naval work, and especially from 
naval overhauling aud repairing, and 
from the reconstruction of those ves­ 
sels which were salved after being tor­ 
pedoed or mined, a sufficient number 
of men and a sufficient amount of ma­ 
terials to enable work on new mer­ 
chant vessels to 
make satisfactory 
progress. 
For it Is merchant vessels—really 
tramp steamers—which make up in 
normal times the great bulk of the 
new British tonnage each year, and 
although there were built In 1918 many 
“war” .steamers of standard types to 
the order of the shipping controller, 
the aggregate of these was low in 
comparison with that of merchant ves­ 
se ls in good years b efore the war. 
Few Liners Launched. 
Practically no large first c la s s lintms 
were launched. 
This work was al­ 
most wholly confined to the Belfast 
and Clyde yards of Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff, whore five such vessels 
were turned out. 
But of these the 
largest were only of 17,221 tons, which 
Is not large when it Is compared with 
the big Cima rd, White Stnr. Hamburg- 
Ameriean, and other vessels which fig­ 
ured in shipbuilding records in pre­ 
war years. 
The contribution of liner 
tonnage to the 1918 total was, in d eed , 
almost negligible, while, of coasting 
vessels and other special service mer­ 
chant steamers there were remarkably 
few. 
The hopes of large output rested 
solely on the standard shipbuilding 
program, and the war did not last 
long enough to give it the chance for 
which Lord Pirrie was preparing—the 
chance of proving that British ship­ 
building could and would rise to the 
height of the great occasion. W hether 
it would ultimately have done so is 
now only a m atter of academie dis* 
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mission. 
Certainly, so far as avail­ 
able figures show7, it did not seem, 
when the armistice was signed, that 
It was likely to do so In the then near 
future. 
The wonder work of the war period 
is to be found not In mercantile ship­ 
building. but in naval; and above all 
tilings In naval engineering. 
Taking 
the record of the Clyde alone, we find 
Hint during tile war 481 vessels of 
770,347 tons and 6,093,830 i. h. p. were 


constructed, as additions to the naval 
strength of the country. 
In this total there are included no 
merchant vessels ordered by the gov­ 
ernment (so that the standard ship­ 
building program is completely 
ex­ 
cluded) and no general service traw l­ 
ers. or tugs, or handy craft built to 
government order. 


All Actual Fighting Ships. 
All are actual fighting ships, carry­ 
ing guns and designed—each within 
its own sphere of action—for taking 
part in naval operations. The list is 
composed of battleships, battle-cruis- 
ers, light cruisers, destroyers, subma­ 
rines, an armed merchant cruiser, a 
seaplane 
carrier, 
monitors, 
mine­ 
sweepers, those new vessels know’n as 
“sloops,” but which are really little 
light cruisers or low speed destroyers, 
gunboats, patrol boats, hospital steam ­ 
ers, and also those Q boats and I* Q 
boats of which so very little could be 
said while the war was on, or can be 
said even yet for that matter. 
It is an extraordinary list, and as 
tabulated, it looks more like a navy 
in itself than the record of the work 
of one river during the war. 
It is 
headed by that great Sheflleld-Clyde- 
bank firm, Messrs. John Brown Sc Co., 
Limited, who turned out no fewer than 
forty-seven vessels of 155,153 tons and 
1,563,500 horse power, and in whose 
work there were included the great 
battleship Burham and the great bat­ 
tle cruisers Tiger aud Repulse, not to 
speak of the still greater Hood, about 
which even yet nothing can be said 
except th at she exists, and Is being 
completed at Clydelbank. 
The Hood was the greatest of all 
British mystery ships. 
She and the 
Rodney (at another Clyde yard—that 
of the Fairfield company) would have 
been the great surprise packets of the 
war. 
In speed and gun-power they 
were to have exceeded anything afloat, 
and what they were intended for only

If they wert* not to be 
required for this war they would be 
lost, as they could never be required 
again. 
Even granting the possibility 
of another war they would be out of 
date before it came. 


Decision to Complete Hood. 
Rut while the Rodney wus In the 
early stages of her construction at 
Fairfield, the Hood was well advanced 
at Clydebank. 
So it was decided to 
complete the Hood as a great, speci­ 
men of the latest in British naval 
architecture, but to scrap all that ex-, 
isted of the Rodney. 
That is how 
we are likely to have, for many years, j 
one great odd ship, capable of out­ 
running and outranging any other ship 
of war afloat—unless it should unfor­ 
tunately be Hie case that ii will be 
necessary to carry naval designs still 
further, build still larger, faster and 
more heavily armed vessels. 
Meantime tile Hood is the world s 
greatest fighting ship, and if ever Die 
Institution of Naval Architects are al­ 
lowed to discuss her designs in public, 
there should be revelations of extra­ 
ordinary interest. 
But it is really in marine engineer­ 
ing that the year 1918 and the war 
period as a whole bas been extraordi­ 
nary. For the twelve months the rec­ 
ord in the production of ships’ ma­ 
chinery is held by the Wallsend Slip­ 
way company, Limited, of Wallsend- 
oo-Tyne, which turned out engines of 
316,290 horsepower. 
As an achieve­ 
ment this would have been looked on 
as almost impracticable before the 
war. 
But there were many almost 
as remarkable. 
Second on the list came John Brown 
Sc Co., of Clydebank, with machinery 
of 13,600 i. h. p. As a matter of fact, 
this firm is first, as the Hood will be 
of more horsepower than their own 
Repulse, which worked out at 115,000, 
so that their 1918 total must be well 
over 400,000 i. h. p. At present, how* 
ever, they can only be credited with 
second place, In which they are fol­ 
lowed closely by their Clyde neigh­ 
bors, the Fairfield company, with 291,- 
000 I. h. p. 
After them come Cammell, Laird 
& Co., of Birkenhead, with 230,200 
I. h. p .; John Thornycroft & Co., of 
Southampton, with 211,843 i. h. p .; 
Messrs. Harland & Wolff, of Belfast, 
Glasgow and Greenock, with 209,600 
i. 
with totals ruling between 100,000 and 
200,000 I. h. p., each of which would 
have been considered notable in normal 
times. 
But higher records than any of these 
are to be found in the work of all the 
period of the war.

Dublin tile Iluu Went and his letter 
from Ireland was fort lier evidence of 
his guilt. 
Ile was caught on arrival 
in London and ids execution followed.”
